Australian    and   N.Z.    Shippers. — At  a 

recent  meeting  of  the  Australian  and  New 
Zealand  Merchants'  and  Shippers'  Associa- 
tion, the  chairman  (Mr.  D.  Vernon  Tomson) 
reported  on  interviews  with  the  Board  of 
Trade  and  Federation  of  British  Industries 
on  Lease-lend,  and  said  the  authorities 
concerned  were  prepared  to  deal  with  spe- 
cific cases  brought  to  their  notice  of  orders 
needlessly  diverted  from  Britain.  He  also 
reported  that  the  hold-up  of  unsponsored 
cargo  for  Australia  had  been  rectified  and 
the  accumulation  of  such  cargo  cleared. 
A  member  pointed  out  that  staffs  of  firms 
engaged  in  export  trade  were  being  relent:- 
lessly  called  up,  with  no  apparent  thought 
of  the  position  that  was  gradually  being 
forced  on  this  most  important  branch  of 
industry,  whereby  those  having  the  neces- 
sary experience  would  be  lost  at  about  the 
time  when  the  greatest  export  effort  would 
need  to  be  made.  It  was  decided  to  make 
representations  through  the  London  General 
Export  Merchants'  Group,  London  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  for  some  form  of  priority. 

Astral  Spectroscopy. — ^"  Metals  in  the 
Stars"  was  the  subject  of  the  thirty-fourth 
annual  May  lecture  of  the  Institute  of 
Metals,  delivered  by  the  Astronomer  Royal 
(Sir  Harold  Spencer  Jones,  F.R.S.)  in 
London  recently.  The  radiations  absorbed 
or  given  out  by  the  atoms  of  a  given  element 
are  determined  by  the  different  possible 
energy  levels  of  the  atoms,  said  the  lecturer. 
The  ultimate  lines  are  those  associated  with 
atomic  transitions  from  or  to  the  unexcited 
or  ground-state,  and  they  provide  the  most 
sensitive  test  for  the  presence  of  an  element. 
The  elements  present  in  the  outer  layers  of 
the  sun  are  essentially  the  same  as  those 
found  in  the  earth.  The  stars  show  a  wide 
diversity,  but  it  is  possible  to  arrange  the 
spectra  in  a  continuous  linear  sequence,  the 
variations  being  due  primarily  to  differences 
in  temperature.  Interstellar  space  contains 
an  extremely  tenuous  gas,  in  which  atoms 
of  the  metals  calcium,  sodium,  titanium  and 
iron  have  been  detected.  The  H  and  K 
lines  of  ionised  calcium  are  intense  in  the 
spectrum  of  the  average  star,  and  can  be 
identified  in  the  spectra. of  distant  universes. 
This  makes  it  possible  to  determine  line-of- 
sight  velocities  and  infer  distances.

Box-number  Advertisements  of  Cameras. 

— At  Bath  police  court,  on  June  i,  William 
John  Livingstone  appeared  on  six  charges 
of  stealing,  by  means  of  a  trick,  money 
totalling  £5^2.  His  method  was  to  adver- 
tise cameras  for  sale  under  a  box  number, 
receiving  the  money  but  failing  to  supply 
the  cameras.  Livingstone  was  committed 
for  trial  at  the  July  Quarter  Sessions,  bail 
being  allowed.  He  pleaded  not  guilty  and 
reserved  his  defence. 

Unsupervised  Sale  of  Morphine. — At  the 
Huddersfield  police  court,  recently,  a  fine  of 
£2  was  imposed  upon  Frank  Ellis,  M.P.S., 
18  Peel  Street,  Marsden,  on  each  of  two 
charges  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act.  The  first  concerned  the  sale  of  mor- 
phine in  a  container  not  labelled  in  the 
manner  prescribed,  and  the  second  its  sale 
otherwise  than  under  the  supervision  of  a 
registered  pharmacist.  Defendant  did  not 
appear,  but  pleaded  guilty  by  letter,  adding 
that  he  did  not  care  to  leave  his  premises 
lest  in  his  absence  something  might  happen 
to  render  him  liable  to  further  prosecution. 

Cyanide  Murder  Charge. — At  Dublin 
district  court,  on  May  23,  James  Herbert 
Lehman,  alias  McCague,  was  returned  for 
trial  on  a  charge  of  murdering  his  wife  by 
poisoning  her  with  potassium  cyanide  on 
March  9.  Evidence  of  purchase  had  been 
given  by  Sean  Gilsenan,  Ph.C,  220  Lower 
Rathmines  Road,  Dublin,  who  stated  that 
on  March  4  Lehman  came  to  his  shop  and 
asked  for  potassium  cyanide  for  testing 
coffee.  "I  told  him  how  dangerous  the 
cyanides  were,  and  Lehman  said  he  had 
seen  them  used  before,"  said  Mr.  Gilsenan. 
On  March  8  witness  supplied  to  Lehman  a 
crystal  weighing  2|  gm.  but  did  not  immedi- 
ately enter  it  on  the  Register. 

Pharmacy  Act  Offence. — At  Croydon 
police  court,  on  May  26,  W.  G.  Clare, 
Surrey  Street,  Croydon,  was  sumrnoned 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  selling 
poisons  not  being  a  qualified  pharmacist 
or  doctor,  and  for  failing  to  label  the  bottle 
with  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller. 
On  March  2  an  agent  of  the  Society  bought 
a  bottle  of  Optabs  eye-lotion  tablets  from 
an  assistant  in  Clare's  shop.  When  ques- 
tioned, the  assistant  stated  that  she  did 
not  know  the  tablets  were  a  poison  and 
would  draw  Clare's  attention  to  the  fact. 
In  his  defence  Clare,  who  pleaded  guilty, 
stated  that  he  had  played  no  active  part 
in  the  business  for  four  years,  all  the  work 
being  in  the  hands  of  a  manageress.  He 
was  fined  a  total  of  £5,  with  costs.

Council  Secrecy 

Your  effective  protest  (p.  599)  against  an 
U-advised  defence  of  Council  secrecy — or 
s  it  secretiveness  ?— in  a  contemporary 
aises  again  the  question  of  how  much 
nformation  about  the  proceedings  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  should 
)e  published.  In  or  about  1920  a  member 
)f  the  Council  of  that  day  remarked  to  me 
hat  its  affairs  had  reached  a  stage  render- 
ng  discussion  in  committee  desirable  over 
,  wider  range  than  before.  It  did  not  then 
iccur  to  ordinary  students  of  public 
msiness,  I  believe,  that  this  expedient 
rould  harden  into  a  fixed  policy.  No  one 
ecognises  more  willingly  than  I  do  the 
leed  for  due  preparation,  for  diplomatic 
pproach,  before  important  decisions  are 
aade;  and  the  late  President  Wilson's 
ihrase  about  open  covenants  openly 
rrived  at  has  always  seemed  to  me  an 
ver-simplification.  But  it  is  a  very 
ifferent  matter  when,  month  after  month, 
ear  after  year,  we  are  put  off  with  dry 
sports  of  the  acceptance  of  resolutions, 
ccompanied  for  the  most  part  by  nothing 
lut  an  occasional  pat  on  the  back  for  some 
hairman  of  committee.  Such  reports  soon 
ire  the  patience  of  all  but  the  most  obse- 
uious  readers,  with  the  result  that  after 

hasty  glance  they  are  passed  over.  The 
est  that  can  be  said  for  the  gloomy  record 
5  that  about  once  or  twice  a  year  it  is 
rightened  by  something  indicated  by  a 
arenthetic  "hear,  hear"  or  "laughter."  A 
ery  few  councillors,  indeed,  have  on  occa- 
Lon  expressed  at  the  sacred  table  a  desire  for 
lore  publicity  for  the  Council's  proceed- 
igs ;  but  their  voices,  like  the  chord  in  a 
rell-known  poem,  have  trembled  away  into 
ilence.  Can  this  be  regarded  as  a  healthy 
tate  of  affairs?  "It  looks,  however,  as  if  the 
trange  defence  of  secrecy  referred  to  has 
een  neutralised  by  no  less  an  authority 
tian  the  president  of  the  Society,  who  at 
ts  annual  meeting  spoke  to  this  effect  : 

Possibly  there  was  room  for  more  explana- 
Lon  why  certain  decisions  were  taken,  and 
e  hoped  that  after  the  war  there  would 
>e  improvements  in  that  direction." 

i  United  Front 

The  relations  that  should  exist  between 
ledical  practitioners  and  practising  phar- 
lacists  have  been  happily  summarised  in 
)r.  F.  A.  Barrie's  recent  address  to  the 
iverpool  Chemists'  Association  (p.  596). 
f  each  class  shows  "respect  for  the  other's 
rovince,"    questions   that    arise   in  the 


ordinary  course  of  prescribing  and  dispens- 
ing can  be  settled  without  friction.  The 
speaker  wisely  remarked  that  it  would  not 
be  easy  to  forbid  chemists  to.  prescribe — 
though  I  am  not  so  sure  that  doctors  could 
easily  be  forbidden  to  dispense.  The  so- 
called  prescribing  of  chemists  is  largely  a 
matter  of  giving  advice  over  the  counter : 
no  experienced  pharmacist  is  likely  to  bring 
himself  into  collision  with  the  Apothecaries 
Act  of  1815.  We  may  all  agree  that  restric- 
tion of  the  number  of  times  a  prescription 
may  be  dispensed  is,  in  general,  desirable ; 
some  discrimination,  however,  is,  I  think, 
allowable.  There  appears  to  be  no  harm  in 
repeating  an  application  for  an  intractable 
skin  complaint  within  a  reasonable  limit  of 
time ;  on  the  other  hand,  a  "  simple  bromide 
mixture,"  in  the  case  instanced  by  Dr. 
Barfie,  involves  a  serious  risk.  The  old 
problem  of  giving  copies  of  prescriptions  has 
been,  of  course,  thoroughly  investigated 
in  "The  Art  of  Dispensing."  More  labora- 
tory work  for  pharmacists  and  a  united 
front  for  medicine  and  pharmacy  are  desi- 
derata on  which  I  cordially  agree  with 
Dr.  Barrie.  Pharmacists  will  sympathise 
with  a  protest  that  I  saw  the  other  day : 
it  was  pointed  out  that  doctors  do  not  take 
kindly  to  being  instructed,  in  a  newly 
published  .official  pamphlet,  on  diets  for 
cases  of  stomachic  or  duodenal  ulceration. 

Scales  of  Fees 

Analysts,  too,  have  their  troubles,  as  an 
address  by  Mr.  T.  McLachlan  (p.  597)  shows. 
There  is  no  obvious  reason,  for  instance, 
why  a  hospital  biochemist  should  either  be 
a  medical  man  or  be  subordinate  to  one. 
The  speaker's  specific  examples  of  inferior 
rank  being  assigned  to  analytical  chemists 
need  not  be  discussed  here :  it  will  suffice 
to  remark  that  salary  is  ordinarily  pro- 
portioned to  status,  and  that  poorly  paid 
positions  will  naturally  be  less  attractive 
to  promising  chemists  than  those  affording 
better  opportunities.  Mr.  McLachlan  sug- 
gests that  if  "officialdom"  rates  chemists 
so  low,  industrial  companies  will  "probably 
think  along  the  same  lines."  That,  surely, 
does  not  follow;  important  industrial 
houses  are  too  well  informed  to  indulge  in 
cheeseparing  over  salaries.  After  the  war 
an  ambitious  young  chemist  with  adequate 
qualifications  should  have  a  choice  of  fields 
for  his  talents :  the  plastics  industry, 
among  others,  comes  readily  to  mind  as 
destined  to  call  for  further  research  and 
scientific  control.

T.  Heseltine),  and  two  chairmen  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association

In  1930  Mr.  A.  W.  Lupton  became  chair- 
man, and  the  secretaryship  was  taken  over 
by  Mr.  G.  C.  Crummack,  Ph.C,  who  has 
remained  in  office.

P.  Dobson,  the  present  treasurer,  took 
office.  The  most  important  activity  of  the 
Branch  has  perhaps  been  the  local  organ- 
isation of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference, Leeds,  in  1934,  when  Dr.  C.  H.

Mr.  F.  Haworth  suggested  the  Associa-;  j 
tion  should  try  to  arrange  post-graduate  j 
courses  for  chemists.  It  was  decided  to  make  | 
inquiries  on  the  subject.    Another  member^ 
asked  if  it  would  be  possible  to  arrange  for ' 
biochemistry  classes  at  Liverpool,  and  the 
meeting  agreed  that  inquiries  should  be 
made  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
contact  made  with  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association  to  ascertain  their  views. 

Minimum  Wage  Proposals 

The  committee  having  considered  pro- 
posals in  respect  of  wages  and  working 
conditions  for  pharmacists,  the  meeting 
approved  the  following  suggestions  :  quali- 
fied manager,  minimum  £6  los.  per  week; 
manageress,  £s  15s.;  qualified  male  assist- 
ant, first  year,  ^5  5s.,  rising  by  5s.  per  week 
for  later  years  to  £6  los. ;  female  assistant, 
15s.  per  week  less;  male  assistant  who  has 
served  apprenticeship  but  not  qualified  at 
twenty  years,  £^,  with  4s.  weekly  rise  after 
first  year  to  £^,  female  assistant,  los.  per 
week  less ;  forty-eight-hour  week,  .exclusive 
of  meal  times ;  overtime  not  applicable  to 
qualified  pharmacists  employed  in  mana- 
gerial capacity  or  as  assistants.  The  com- 
mittee considered  the  proposals  should  stand 
for  the  war  and  two  years  after. 


Six  hundred  "back-room"  girls  in  Britain, 
of  an  average  age  of  I7|,  are  engaged  in 
testing  batches  of  explosives  before  they 
are  packed  into  shell  casings.

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NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  Na-

chair.  Reports  of  meetings  of  the  Accounts, 
Business  Services  and  Central  N.H.I.  Com- 
mittees were  received  and  approved. 

Sixth  Addendum  Ointments 

Following  On  correspondence  between  the 
secretary  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
possible  further  changes  in  the  formulas 
of  certain  ointments  in  the  Sixth  Addendum 
to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  in  view 
of  the  evidence  placed  before  the  Executive 
that  these  ointments  were  inconipatible 
with  many  other  ingredients,  it  was  resolved 
to  make  representations  to  the  Pharma- 
copoeia Commission.  A  letter  was  also 
received  from  the  West  Riding  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  on  the  subject. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  renewed 
representations  had  been  made  to  the  Board 
of  Trade  about  short  supplies  of  teats.  A 
reply  had  been  received  that  an  additional 
rubber  allocation  had  been  made  earlier  in 
the  year  for  their  production.  As  theie  was 
apparently  little  improvement  in  the  posi- 
tion, it  was  resolved  to  make  further  repre- 
sentations to  the  Board  of  Trade  in  regard 
both  to  the  shortage  of  supplies  and  to  the 
need  to  secure  more  equitable  distribution. 

Unstamped  Pipettes 

Arising  out  of  a  report  from  the  Central 
N.H.I.  Committee,  previously  presented  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  the  Secretary 
said  he  had  ascertained  that  unstamped 
pipettes  of  the  fountain-pen  filler  type  were 
in  use  on  many  dispensing  counters ;  an 
immersion-type  pipette,  stamped  by  the 
Board  of  Trade,  had  been  available  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  limited  quantities 
could  still  be  supplied.  It  was  resolved  to 
inform  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  the 
Executive  agreed  that  pipettes  used  for 
dispensing  purposes  should  be  stamped, 
but  that  enforcement  of'  the  requirement 
was  dependent  upon  adequate  supplies  of 
stamped  pipettes  being  available. 

Following  the  secretary's  report  that  the 
joint  negotiating  committee  of  the  National 
Joint  Industrial  Council  for  Retail  Phar- 
macy had  met  on  May  9  and  made  some 
progress  towards  formulating  a  draft  agree- 
ment on  wages  and  working  conditions, 
the  matter  was  considered  in  detail,  and 
instructions  were  given  to  the  N.P.U. 
representatives  on  the  negotiating  com- 


mittee. The  question  of  enforcement  o; 
J. I.e.  wages  agreements  was  also  con- 
sidered, and  the  secretary  reported  thai 
the  position  in  the  retail  distributive  trades! 
generally  was  being  explored  further  withi 
the  Ministry  of  Labour.  I

Conferences  Cancelled  1 

The  Secretary  reported  the  cancella-i 
tion,  at  the  request  of  the  Minister  of  Waiji 
Transport,  of  the  Conferences  of  Pharma-j^ 
ceutical  Committee  Representatives  and 
of  N.P.U.  Branch  Delegates  which  wherel 
to  have  been  held  on  May  30  and  31.  The 
agendas  that  had  been  prepared  for  both 
of  these  Conferences  were  received  and 
approved,  and  it  was  resolved  to  approve 
the  secretary's  action  in  cancelling,  the 
Conferences,  and  to  make  arrangements  tot 
hold  both  Conferences  so  soon  as  possible. 

Correspondence  and  Resolutions 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  secretary 
of  the  Warwickshire  Pharmaceutical  Com-I 
mittee  on  the  question  of  reniuneration  andi 
the  constitution  of  the  proposed  Central' 
Pharmacy  Board.  Resolutions  on  matters 
arising  out  of  the  White  Paper  proposals 
were  received  from  Brighton  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  and  the  Southend  Branch  of 
the  N.P.U.  Resolutions  on  certain  aspects 
of  remuneration  for  N.H.I,  dispensing  were 
received  from  the  Isle  of  Wight  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  and  the  S.E.  Metro- 
politan Branch  of  the  N.P.U.  It  was  re- 
solved to  send  a  letter  to  the  Committees 
concerned  stating  that  the  Executive  does 
not  regard  the  present  time  as  opportune 
for  reopening  negotiations  on  dispensing 
fees  with  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  view 
of  the  extensive  changes  contemplated  und6r 
the  White  Paper  proposals. 

A  report  upon  the  working  of  the  N.P.U. 
clearing  house  was  received,  and  Messrs. 
West  &  Drake,  chartered  accountants,  were 
appointed  to  audit  the  transactions  monthly. 

War  Funds 

The  Secretary  reported  that  no  further 
claims  on  the  Air-raid  Mutual  Assistance 
Fund  had  been  received,  and  that  all  claims 
previously  outstanding  had  now  been 
settled.  As  the  fund  was  in  a  very  satis- 
factory position,  it  was  resolved  to  extend 
the  cover  provided  for  a  further  period  of 
three  months  from  June  25,  without  further 
subscription.  The  secretary  of  the  War 
Distress  Fund  Committee  reported  t 
there  had  been  no  new  applications,  a 
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hat  payments  being  made  to  the  six  out- 
tanding  applicants  continued.  A  total 
ubscription  of  £28,^50  13s.  8d.  had  been 
eceived  at  the  time  of  the  meeting. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association 

Two  claims  arising  out  of  accidents  attri- 
uted  to  cycling  errand  boys  were  among 
lose  settled  by  the  directors  at  a  meeting 
n  May  24.  In  the  first,  involving  personal 
ijuries  to  passengers  in  a  taxicab,  settle- 
lent  was  made  in  association  with  the 
ixi  owner's  insurance  company  by  pay- 
lent  of  £1,221.  In  the  other  claim,  also 
ivolving  injuries  to  passengers,  a  settle- 
lent  was  effected  by  payment  of  ^28.  The 


directors  confirmed  the  settlement,  at  a 
cost  of  £56,  of  a  claim  arising  from  the 
alleged  supply  of  camphorated  instead  of 
castor  oil.  A  small  claim  arose  from  the 
supply  by  a  member  of  caustic  soda,  prop- 
erly labelled,  in  response  to  a  request  for 
"bread"  soda  (presumably  sod.  bicarb, 
was  required),  showing  how  difficulties  may 
arise  through  war-time  shifts  of  population 
and  the  use  of  local  names  which  cannot" 
always  be  identified  with  certainty.  Defence 
facilities  were  provided  for  a  member 
eventually  fined  £1  and  costs  under  the 
Food  (Conditions  of  Sale)  Order,  1940, 
following  a  refusal  to  sell  saccharin  tablets 
except  with  an  unsweetened  food  product.

In  one  country 
district  medicines  were  delivered  at  a  cheap 
rate  by  the  postal  authorities. 

Miss  Bell  asked  if  the  committees  would 
be  composed  of  employers  or  employees  or 
both. — Both  would  need  to  be  represented. 

Mr.  Hall  asked  what  would  become  of 
chemists'  side-lines.— There  was  nothing 
against  them  in  the  scheme  but,  with  the 
increase  in  dispensing  and  payments,  they 
would  become  less  necessary. 

Mr.  N.  C.  Chester  asked  whether  the 
number  of  pharmacies  could  legally  be 
restricted. — The  scheme  allowed  for  this, 

Mr.  J.  R.  Ward  asked  if  the  limitation 
of  pharmacies  would  result  in  the  opening 
of  numerous  drug-stores. — Dispensing,  said 
Mr.  McNeal,  was  the  job  for  which  phar- 
macists were  trained  and  the  scheme 
would  make  it  a  worth-while  job. 

Training  for  Biochemical  Diploma 

Miss  Bell  said  that,  as  the  Diploma  in 
Biochemical  Analysis  was  restricted  to 
qualified  pharmacists,  it  seemed  ridiculous 
that  members  of  the  Society  were  not 
allowed  to  have  training  by  any  suitable 
person  in  their  own  district.  So  long  as  they 
passed  the  examination  that  should  be  all 
that  was  required.  To  insist  on  only  ap- 
proved schools  was  preventing  many 
pharmacists  from  obtaining  the  diploma. 
Mr.  McNeal  promised  to  bring  the  matter 
before  the  proper  authorities.

Post-war  Industrial  and 
Labour  Policy 

'  the  various  White  Papers  issued  by  the 
>vernment  dealing  with  post-war  subjects 
3  document  entitled  "Employment 
licy"  (C.M.D.  6527,  price  sixpence)  is  in 
my  respects  the  most  important.  For 
3  first  time  the  Government  accepts  as 
e  of  its  primary  aims  and  responsibilities 
5  maintenance  of  a  high  and  stable  level 
economic  employment.  Realising,  how- 
3r,  that  employment  cannot  be  created 
Act  of  Parliament  or  by  Government 
tion  alone,  the  White  Paper  does  not  at 
3  moment  outline  legislation  to  give 
ect  to  its  proposals.  The  aim  throughout 
to  bring  about  conditions  favourable  to 
3  maintenance  of  full  employment,  but 
due  course  there  is  no  doubt  much  legis- 
ion  which  will  directly  affect  industrial 
d  labour  conditions  will  be  required  to 
ifer  the  necessary  powers.  ^ 

mediate  Post-war  Years 

Dealing  with  the  transition  period  from 
r  to  peace,  it  is  realised  that  although 
3  demand  at  home  and  overseas  for  all 
sses  of  goods  and  materials  will  for  some 
irs  be  insatiable,  the  problem  of  switching 


over  from  the  Services  and  from  war  indus- 
tries to  normal  peace-time  employment 
some  twenty-three  million  men  and  women 
is  not  likely  to  be  achieved  without  patches 
of  unemployment  and  a  good  deal  of  waste. 
Skilled  hands  for  a  particular  industry  may 
be  released  but  the  raw  materials  necessary 
•for  their  employment  may  not  be  available 
or  the  factories,  machines  and  equipment 
for  their  use  not  ready.  Full  output  and 
employment  in  one  industry  depends  on 
the  production  of  other  industries.  Semi- 
manufactures will  have  to  be  produced 
before  full  manufacture  even  begins.  Yet, 
during  this  time,  the  demand  for  manufac- 
tured goods  will  be  abnormal  and  it  may 
©utrun  supply  and  create  an  inflationary 
rise  in  prices. 

Machinery  of  Change-over 

In  order  to  assist  in  the  change-over 
and  to  safeguard  against  the  danger  of 
inflation  the  Government  proposes : — 

1.  To  assist  firms  to  prepare  to  switch 
over  their  capacity  to  peace-time  production 
as  quickly  as  possible. 

2.  To  find  out  in  advance  where  the 
skilled  labour  which  will  gradually  become 
available  for  civilian  "  work  will  be  most 
urgently  required. 

3.  To  arrange  that  labour  and  raw 
materials  will  be  forthcoming  for  urgent 
civilian  work  and  ensure  that  the  machinery 
of  allocation  devised  in  war- time  will  be 
adaptable  to  the  special  conditions  likely  to 
obtain  after  the  end  of  the  war  in  Europe. 

4.  To  arrange  for  the  curtailment  of 
munitions  production  in  areas  where  the 
capacity  and  labour  can  be  used  for  civilian 
products  of  high  quality. 

5.  To  dispose  of  surplus  Government 
stocks  without  prejudicing  re-establishment 
of  normal  channels  of  production  and  dis- 
tribution of  similar  goods. 

6.  To  regulate  disposal  of  Government 
factories  in  such  a  way  as  to  help  towards 
the  eirly  restoration  of  normal  employment. 

7.  To  stabilise  the  general  level  of  prices 
by  continuing  rationing  for  some  time 
ahead  and  to  continue  to  encourage  the 
habit  of  saving. 

Control  of  Industry 

It  is  proposed  that  capital  shall  be  con- 
trolled to  the  extent  necessary  to  regulate 
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the  flow  and  direction  of  investments.  In 
this  transition  period  access  to  the  capital 
market  will  have  to  be  controlled.  In  order 
to  direct  the  activities  of  industry  in  the 
production  of  essentials  certain  broad 
priorities  will  be  enforced  for  a  time  by  the 
issue  of  licences,  raw  materials  will  be 
allocated,  and  labour  and  staffs  will  be 
controlled.  It  is  indicated  that  exports 
will  be  of  paramount  importance  and  home 
demand — whether  for  consumption  goods 
or  capital  expenditure — must  not  be  allowed 
to  divert  valuable  resources  needed  for 
exports.  Production  for  the  home  market 
must  be  directed  in  the  first  place  towards 
the  necessities  of  civilian  life,  and  until  these 
primary  needs  are  met  our  resources  in 
materials  and  labour  should  not  be  ex- 
pended in  the  production  of  luxuries  for 
home  consumption.  It  is  considered  essen- 
tial that  during  the  early  post-war  years 
imports  shall  be  regulated. 

Distribution  of  Industry  and  Labour 

It  is  proposed  to  attack  the  problems  of 
local  unemployment  in  the  following  ways : 

1.  By  so  influencing  the  location  of  new 
enterprises  as  to  diversify  the  industrial 
composition  of  areas  which  have  been 
particularly  susceptible  to  unemployment. 

2.  By  removing  obstacles  to  the  transfer 
of  workers  from  one  area  to  another  and 
from  one  occupation  to  another. 

3.  ^  By  providing  training  facilities  to  fit 
workers  from  declining  industries  for  jobs 
in  expanding  industries. 

In  order  that  the  Government  may  be 
well  informed  of  the  course  of  industrial 
development,  industrialists  contemplating 
the  establishment  of  new  factories  or  the 
extension  of  an  old  one,  or  the  transfer  of 
a  factory  from  one  area  to  another,  will  be 
required  to  notify  the  Government  before 
their  plans  reach  an  advanced  stage.  This 
will  enable  the  Government  to  exercise  a 
substantial  influence  over  the  location  of 
new  industrial  developments,  and  power  is 
to  be  taken  to  prohibit  the  establishment  of 
a  new  factory  in  a  district  where  serious 
disadvantage  would  arise  from  further 
industrial  development.  In  exercising  this 
influence  account  will  be  taken  of  strategic 
as  well  as  industrial  and  other  considera- 
tions.   The  measures  required  to  balance 


and  diversify  industry  will  vary  from  oi| 
area  to  another.  The  channel  for  tl 
expression  of  policy  in  this  matter  is  1 
be  th^  Board  of  Trade. 

Whitehall  Control 

The  proposals  for  combating  the  dang( 
of  unemployment  and  curbing  any  tendenc 
towards  inflation  in  the  immediate  post-w; 
years  may  be  considered  revolutionary  i 
character  and  are  likely  to  meet  with  stror 
opposition.  It  seems  certain  that  Goven 
ment  Departments  will  be  delegated  wit 
almost  unlimited  powers  and  this  authorit 
over  industry  and  labour  will  be  challenge 
in  the  light  of  war-time  experiences  of  sue 
control  and  direction  by  Whitehall.  Tl 
difiiculties  of  re-starting  the  wheels  < 
peace-time  industry,  and  re-settling  i 
economic  employment  some  twenty-thr^ 
million  men  and  women,  and  the  contn 
of  prices,  are  not  likely  to  be  achievd 
without  some  national  co-ordinated  ai^ 
controlled  effort.  The  coming  change-ov* 
will  be  a  much  greater  problem  than  tha 
which  was  left  to  its  own  solution  with  sue 
disastrous  results  after  the  last  war.  Thi 
time  the  Government,  having  accepted  th 
responsibilities  of  assuring  full  employmer 
for  all,  has  mapped  out  a  scheme  which  i 
aimed  at  effectively  organising  industry  o; 
a  national  basis  during  the  crucial  yeai 
following  the  end  of  hostilities  in  Europ( 

Silence  on  Taxation 

The  White  Paper  omits  to  make  an; 
reference  to  the  need  for  substantial  reduc 
tion  in  income  tax  and  excess  profits  ta: 
as  a  practical  means  of  assisting  the  re  viva 
of  industry.  The  question  of  whethe 
income  tax  should  be  paid  in  respect  0 
export  business  is  one  that  will  have  to  b 
met  if  we  are  to  build  up  our  seaborne  trade

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A  Triumph  of  Production 

has  recently  been  announced  that  the 
aited  States  beverage  distilling  industry 
IS  produced  to  date  enough  alcohol  to  meet 
e  entire  synthetic  rubber,  direct  military, 
d  Lease-Lend  requirements  since  Janu- 
y.  I,  1942.  This  tremendous  production 
hievement  of  an  industry  which  was  put 
.  a  full  war  basis  in  October  1942  has 
en  described  as  an  almost  unparalleled 
ample  of  the  overnight  conversion  of  an 
tire  industry  from  peace  to  war.  What 
is  means  in  figures  of  production  can  be 
predated  by  the  fact  that  the  beverage 
iustry  contributed  410,000,000  gallons  of 
;ohol  to  the  war  programme  during  the 
riod  from  January  i,  1942,  to  April  i, 
44,  while  the  demands  for  synthetic 
Dber,  direct  military  and  Lease-Lend  pur- 
ses during  the  period  totalled .405, 000,000 
Ions;    the  beverage  producers'  -alcohol 


output  was  enough  to  provide  the  butadiene 
that  would  be  required  in  the  manufacture 
of  120,000,000  average-size  synthetic  tyres. 

In  1942  the  beverage  distilling  industry 
produced  about  120,000,000  gallons  of 
industrial  alcohol.  In  1943  it  produced 
nearly  228,000,000  gallons.  Total  Govern- 
ment stocks  reached  a  peak  of  nearly 
140,000,000  gallons  by  the  end  of  July  1943, 
but-  have  been  decreasing  since  that  time 
because  the  butadiene  plants  are  now  in 
operation  and  are  producing  at  a  gratifying 
rate,  corresponding  to  well  over  their 
original  rated  capacity.  Requirements  for 
1944  are  estimated  at  630,500,000  gallons, 
of  which  more  than  one-half  is  for  the 
rubber  programme.  The  Chemicals  Bureau 
of  the  War  Production  Board  has  reported 
that  alcohol  production  for  March  of  this 
year  established  a  new  record,  with 
51,500,000  gallons  of  196  proof  alcohol 
produced.

Society  and  an  equal  amount  to  the 
Society's  War  Aid  Fund.  Mr.  Royal 
seconded,  and  the  proposal  was  carried. 
The  Treasurer  expressed  thanks  to  the 
auditors.  Mr.  J.  H.  Wood  (secretary)  drew 
attention,  under  the  new  constitution  and 
rules,  to  the  rather  different  method  of 
electing  both  ordinary  and  district  members 
of  council  and  officers.  A  report  was  given 
upon  work  undertaken  as  a  preliminary  to 
salaries  negotiations  by,  on  the  one  side,  the 
Institute  of  Hospital  Almoners,  Society  of 
Phy-siotherapists,  Society  of  Radiographers 
and  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists,  and  on 
the  other  the  British  Hospitals'  Association, 
Association  of  Municipal  Corporations, 
London  County  Council,  County  Councils' 
Association  and  Mental  Hospitals'  Associa- 
tion. Mr.  Hugh  N.  Linstead,  O.B.E., 
M.P.,  is  acting  as  chairman  of  the  em- 
ployees' side.  The  post-war  hospital  plan- 
ning secretary  (Mr.  John  Moore)  was 
reported  to  have  made  considerable  progress 
towards  producing  a  memorandum  on  the 
White  Paper;  publicity  would  be  given 
to  it  at  an  appropriate  time.  The  secretary 
pointed  out  that  some  months  earlier  he 
had  informed  the  council  that,  if  ,  he  were 
elected  as  a  member  of  council,  he  would, 
owing  to  pressure  of  work,  regretfully  have 
to  relinquish  the  secretaryship  of  the  Guild. 
The  Chairman  expressed  appreciation  of 
the  secretary's  efforts,  and  regretfully 
accepted  his  decision.  ■ 
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Registrar's  Report 

Mr.  a.  G.  Shaw,  who  had  been  elected 
as  registrar  following  the  calling-up  of 
Mr.  Carey,  reported  that  membership  of  the 
Guild  was  now  636  (567  ordinary  and 
sixty-nine  honorary  members).  The  latter 
figure  inclujied  members  serving  with  H.M. 
Forces.  Mr.  Shaw  paid  tribute  to  the  newly 
elected  honorary  members  (Miss  A.  Gilliatt 
and  Miss  E.  B.  Blundell). 

Acceptance  of  the  reports  given  by  the 
three  officers  was  proposed  by  Mr.  W.  L. 
Wood,  seconded  by  Mr.  Stephenson  and 
carried. 

Rules  and  Resolutions 

The  council  proposed  that  Rule  15  of 
the  new  constitution  and  rules  should  be 
altered  to  read  : — 

Members  of  council  and  committees  of 
council  shall  receive  from  the  treasurer 
reimbursement  of  expenses  necessarily  in- 
curred in  attending  meetings,  as  from  time 
to  time  approved  by  the  council. 

The  proposition  was  put  to  the  meeting 
and  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Currie  detailed  a  proposed  amend- 
ment to  Rule  21.  Miss  Islip  seconded,  and 
after  much  discussion  the  meeting  decided 
that  the  following  should  be  added  to  the 
existing  rule  : — - 

In  each  district  there  shall  be  a  district 
committee  consisting  of  the  district  member 
of  council  and  one  representative  from  each 
branch  in  the  district,  who  shall  be  elected 
annually.  The  district  committee  shall  meet 
at  least  twice  in  each  year.  Expenses  of  the 
branch  representatives  attending  the  meetings 
of  the  district  committees  shall  be  met  by 
the  branches,  but  any  branch  unable  to  meet 
such  expenses  shall  have  the  right  to  ap'peal 
to  the  council  for  a  grant  from  the  central 
funds.  All  other  reasonable  expenses  incurred 
by  the  district  committees  shall  be  met  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  Guild,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  council  being  obtained  for 
any  meetings  held  in  excess  of  four  in  any 
one  year. 

A  motion  put  forward  by  Mr.  F.  G. 
Fleming,  who  in  turn  accepted  amend- 
ments suggested  by  Mr.  Henriksen,  was 
carried  after  discussion.  The  motion  was 
as  follows : — 

The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Guild  of 
Public  Pharmacists  gives  support  to  the 
proposals  outlined  in  the  Government's  White 
Paper  on  a  National  Health  Service,  and 
urges  upon  the  Government  the  necessity  of 
employing  pharmacists  at  all  administrative 
levels  of  the  service  and  in  the  pharmaceutical 
departments  of  all  hospitals  and  health 
centres  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  set  up  as  an 
important  part  of  the  health  service,  and 


that  such  resolution,  if  carried,  shall  I 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Pharmaceutic 
Society,  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  tl 
"Pharmaceutical  Journal." 

Birmingham  Branch  put  forward  a  pn 
posal  through  Messrs.  Sambidge  an 
Grainger:  "That  the  country  should  h 
divided  into  twelve  districts,  with  a  distri< 
member  of  council  representing  each.  I 
maintain  the  original-  number  of  sixtee 
council  members,  ordinary  members  ( 
council  would  be  reduced  to  four."  Tt 
subject  evoked  lively  discussion  and  final! 
the  proposers  and  Mr.  Grainger  agreed  i 
take  the  motion  back  to  the  branch  fc 
reconsideration.

Mr.  Howells  said  he  would  like  to  move 
lat  their  vice-president  (Mr.  F.  G.  Wells) 
lould  be  appointed  President.  Mr.  Wells 
id  served  on  the  Council  and  most  of  the 
:anding  committees  for  many  years,  and 
id  been  vice-president  for  four  years. 
;e  was  therefore  well  qualified  to  fill  the 
.gh  office  of  president. 
Mr.  Knox  Mawer  seconded,  and  said 
lat  in  Mr.  Wells  they  had  a  gentleman 
ho  realised  the  responsibility  of  that  high 
iice,  which  he  would  discharge  with  credit 
himself  and  honour  to  the  Society, 
tie  days  ahead  would  be  difficult,  and  the 
sponsibilities  heavy,  but  the  Council  had 
'ery  confidence  in  the  ability  and  zeal 
ith  which  those  duties  would  be  discharged 
T  Mr.  Wells. 

The  election  of  Mr.  Wells  as  president 
is  carried  unanimously  with  acclamation, 
id  the  retiring  president  invested  him 
ith  the  chain  of  office.  • 
Mr.  Wells  thanked  the  members  for  the 
)nour  they  had  done  him  in  electing  him 

the  position  of  president.  He  would 
ideavour  to  the  best  of  his  ability  to 
)hold  the  dignity  and  traditions  of  the 
)ciety.  He  supposed  that  every  president 
id  thought  his  particular  year  was  going 

be  one  of  paramount  importance.  He 
w  before  them  certain  matters  which 
3re  going  to  call  for  much  thought  and 
lergy  if  they  were  going  to  get  what  he 
It  to  be  the  best  out  of  them.  He  referred 
ore  especially  to  the  setting  up  of  a 
mprehensive  National  Health  Service, 
ready  a  committee  had  been  set  up, 
lich  was  now  engaged  in  working  out  the 
sential  details,  ready  to  submit  them  to 
e  members.  It  was  a  matter  for  regret 
at  the  Conference  which  should  have  been 
Id  the  following  Monday  had  had  to  be 
ncelled.    At  the  present  moment  their 


thoughts  were  directed  towards  the  front 
across  the  Channel,  in  which  one  of  the 
greatest  struggles  of  history  was  taking 
place,  and  in  which,  no  doubt,  many  phar- 
macists were  actively  playing  their  part, 
and  he  felt  it  would  not  be  out  of  place  if 
h^  was  to  say  that  the  Council  wished  them 
God  speed  in  their  task,  a  speedy  victory, 
and  above  all  a  safe  return  (applause). 

Other  Officers 

The  new  President  then  invited  nomina- 
tions for  the  vice-presidency. 

Mr.  Hirst  said  they  had  to  find  a  capable 
deputy  for  Mr.  Wells,  and  in  the  difficult 
time  ahead  officers  might  have  to  be  called 
together  quickly.  That  would  rule  out,  he 
thought,  many  of  the  northern  members, 
who  had  to  come  a  long  way.  It  was 
essential  they  should  have  someone  from 
London,  and  he  felt  they  must  back  up  the 
retail  chemists  by  electing  another  retailer 
as  vice-president.  He  therefore  nominated 
Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal,  who,  he  felt  sure,  would 
give  Mr.  Wells  every  help.  Mr.  Tristram- 
seconded  and  the  election  of  Mr.  McNeal 
as  Vice-president  was  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  McNeal  thanked  the  Council  for 
their  confidence  in  him,  and  said  he  would 
do  his  best  to  uphold  the  tradition  and 
dignity  of  the  office. 

On  the  nomination  of  Mr.  A.  A.  Mel- 
drum,  seconded  by  Mr.  C.  W.  Maple- 
THORPE,  the  reappointment,  of  Mr.  H.  C. 
Shaw  as  Treasurer  was  unanimously  agreed 
to.  Mr.  Shaw  said  he  appreciated  the 
confidence  placed  in  him. 

The  President  said  it  was  then  his 
pleasure  to  ask  the  Council  to  show  its 
appreciation  of  Mr.  Howells'  two  years  as 
president.  Mr.  Howells  had  won  the  esteem 
and  regard  of  everyone  round  the  table  by 
his  ability,  tact,  unfailing  courtesy  and 
restraint.  He  had  never  spared  himself  in 
his  work,  which  had  entailed  the  chairman- 
ship of  many  committees  besides  the 
Council  itself,  and  many  journeys  under 
exceedingly  difficult  conditions.  He  had 
pleasure  in  moving  that  the  thanks  of  the 
Council  should  be  minuted  to  Mr.  Howells 
(applause) .

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PHARMACY  UNDER  THE  AXIS 


The  following  notes  on  matters  of  phar- 
maceutical interest  have  been  taken  from 
German,  French  and  other  newspapers,  as 
well  as  from  other  sources. 

Dutch  East  Indies 
Natives  as  Pharmacists. — The  Japanese 
have  announced  that  in  future  natives  of 
the  Dutch  islands  may  train  as  pharmacists. 

France 

Ox-blood  Serum. — The  Lyons  Committee 
for  Children's  Health  is  distributing  an 
ox-blood  serum  which  is  said  to  be  having 
beneficial  effects.  The  local  radio  claims 
that  children  to  whom  it  has  been  given 
have  increased  in  weight  by  several  kilos. 

Poland 

Stolen  Medicines. — For  exchanging  rare 
medicines  for  food,  a  chemist's  assistant  in 
Poznan  has  been  sentenced  to  two  years' 
hard  labour.  According  to  the  report  the 
assistant  received  certain  medicines  at  a 
reduced  rate  and  stole  others. 

Jugo-Slavia 
"Home-made"  Soap  in  Hospitals. — The 

Association  for  Industrial  Oils  has  an- 
nounced that  hospitals  in  Jugo-Slavia  able 
to  obtain  waste  fat  will  be  supplied  with  the 
necessary  quantities  of  caustic  potash  to 
enable  them  to  make  soap.  Particulars  of 
the  soap  so  made  will  have  to  be  entered 
into  a  register. 

Medicinal  Herbs. — The  collecting  of  medi- 
cinal herbs  has  become  a  subject  of  con- 
troversy in  Jugo-Slavia.  Recently  the 
Agricultural  Producers'  Association  an- 
nounced that-  its  members  would  undertake 
the  collection  of  herbs,  and  advised  members 
to  get  into  touch  with  school  teachers  to 
arrange  for  children  to  help  in  the  work. 
The  Association  went  so  far  as  to  publish 
a  list  of  prices  that  would  be  paid  for  the 
herbs,  including  poppy  flowers,  apple  leaves, 
raspberry  leaves,  crab-apple  leaves  and  a 
number  of  others.  Now  the  Medicinal  Herb 
-Section  of  the  National  Service  Ministry 
has  stated  that  it  alone  is  responsible  for 
the 'buying  of  herbs,  that  it  will  organise 
the  collections,  and  that  the  prices  offered 
by  the  Agricultural  Association  are  arbi- 
trary and  unofficial. 

Medicines  for  the  People. — "  Novo  Vreme  " 
announces  that  the  Serbian  Red  Cross 
distributed,  during  a  twelve-months'  period, 
633,050  tablets  for  rheumatism  and  chills, 
and  505  doses  in  powder  form.  Quinine 
has  been  distributed   to  the  amount  of 


63  kilos  in  powder  and  11,245  tablet 
Meanwhile  the  Health  Ministry  has  issu< 
a  direction  to  chemists  about  prescriptior 
It  states  that  when  a  drug  included  in 
prescription  is  not  available  or  is  availab 
dnly  in  small  quantities,  the  chemist  mu 
either  find  a  substitute  or  reduce  the  qua 
tity  of  the  drug  used.  A  list  of  substitut 
is  to  be  distributed  among  chemists. 

Germany 

Exports. — The  authorities  have  estimate 
that  exports  of  medicines  for  1943  w; 
probably  be  found  to  exceed  those  f( 
1942  by  66  per  cent.  Drugs  and  med 
cines  are  stated  to  be  exported  to  thirt^ 
two  different  countries.  To  meet  the  di 
mand  there  has  been  a  considerable  increaj 
in  the  acreage  given  over  to  the  cultivatio 
of  medicinal  plants. 

Belgium 

New  Insurance. — "LeNouveau  Journal 
reports  that  Belgian  chemists  have  bee 
asked  to  take  part  in  a  new  insuranc 
scheme  which  is  now  being  worked  by  th 
Medical  Association  and  Friendly  Societie: 
A  National  Committee  composed  of  doctor 
and  chemists  is  to  be  set  up  to  organis 
clinics,  the  distribution  of  medicines,  an 
the  general  economic  structure  of  th 
scheme. 

Bulgaria 

Soap. — In  Bulgaria  the  soap  situation  ha 
become  acute.  There  is  no  regular  rationing 
in  fact,  there  is  no  soap  to  ration.  Supplie 
occasionally  reach  the  shops,  and  customer 
are  informed  that  the  number  of  tablet 
each  person  may  purchase  is  limited  by  th< 
Government.  Special  cards  are  issued  il 
advance  to  ensure  that  the  distribution  i! 
fair.  Last  month,  for  example,  "Zora' 
announced  that  every  household  in  Sofi^ 
would  be  allowed  one  cake  of  toilet  and  twf 
cakes  of  tar  soap.  ! 

Herbal  Remedy  for  Malaria.— The  feul^ 
garian  newspaper  "Zora"  announces  that 
Ahtarov,  an  official  of  the  Royal  Scientific 
Institute,  speaking  on  the  subject  of| 
medicinal  herbs,  declared  that  20  to  30 
gm.  per  day  of  the  roots  of  Fraxinum 
excelsior  (mountain  ash) ,  in  half-a-litre  of 
boiling  water,  is  a  good  remedy  for  malaria. 
The  roots  are  also  said  to  be  good  forj 
diarrhoea  and  dysentery.  While  not  plen- 
tiful, the  root  is  found  in  certain  mountain- 
ous parts  of  the  country.  Export  is  pro- 
hibited.

As  might  be  expected  at  this  time,  first 
interest  in  the  markets,  as  elsewhere,  is 
given  to  current  military  events,  with 
business  taking  a  second  place.  In  general, 
trade  during  the  past  five  days  has  been 
quiet,  with  few  price  changes  to  record. 
Dealers  report  that  the  unsatisfactory  sup- 
ply position  of  a  number  of  commodities 
precludes  the  filling  of  any  but  the  smallest 
orders,  and  it  is  this  type  of  trade  that 
predominates.  No  further  developments 
have  occurred  in  Pharmaceutical  Che- 
micals. As  announced  last  week,  new 
price  schedules  for  Caffeine  and  Theo- 
bromine are  now  available ;  supplies, 
however,  are  subject  to  approval  of  the 
Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies. 

Crude  Drugs 

Dealers  report  that  business  in-  these 
markets  has  been  reduced  to  quite  small 
proportions,  principally  on  account  of 
the  meagre  supplies  of  many  items  now 
available.  Apart  from  a  few  fractional 
changes,  prices  have  remained  stable.  The 
position  of  Balsams  is  unchanged,  with 
allocations  granted  for  Tolu.  Indian 
Belladonna  remains  in  difficult  supply, 
and  only" the  lower  testing  root  is  available. 
Cardamoms  are .  exceedingly  quiet,  with 
previous  quotations  repeated.  Ergot  is 
short,  but  last  week's  price  is  unaltered. 
Menthol  continues  in  good  demand,  but 
sellers  are  lacking.  Orange  peel  has  now 
been  cleared.  Pimento  is  reported  fraction- 
ally easier  on  spot.  Rhubarb  continues  in 
keen  request,  but  spot  stocks  are  depleted, 
with  the  price  tending  dearer.  There  are 
no  further  spot  supplies  of  Sarsaparilla, 
and  replenishments  are  unlikely  for  some 
considerable  time.  Seeds  are  quiet  and 
without  quotable  change. 

Essential  Oils 

Little  of  interest  can  be  expected  in  the 
"free"  markets  for  Essential  Oils,  as 
business  in  this  direction  is  virtually  at  a 
standstill  because  of  lack  of  supplies.  Prices 
mentioned  for  Anise  (star)  and  Pepper- 
mint are  maintained  at  the  high  levels 
noted  recently,  but  supplies  are  exceedingly 
difficult  to  find.  English  distillers'  prices 
for  Clove  and  Nutmeg  are  unchanged,

m  cinchona  bark.  The  then  partners  in 
firm  were  considerably  agitated,  but  on 


examining  the  sample  in  the  laboratory 
they  discovered  a  small  piece  of  red  wax 
which  was  easily  identified  as  being  of  the 
same  composition  as  that  used  in  those 
days  in  sealing  our  i-oz.  quinine  vials. 
Rather  magnanimously  David  Howard  did 
not  proceed  against  the  gentleman,  but 
merely  wrote  to  say  that  he  was  not  inter- 
ested in  the  process.  Nothing  further  was 
ever  heard  of  the  matter.  Of  course,  this  old 
story  casts  no  reflection  on  the  announce- 
ment of  the  present  discovery  in  America.

Pharmacy  and  the  White  Paper 

.  Sir, — I  am  instructed  to  bring  to  your 
notice  the  following  resolution  which  was 
adopted  unanimously  by  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Pharmaceutical  Group  (Socialist 
Medical  Association)  : — 

"This  annual  general  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Group  of  the  Socialist 
Medical  Association  welcomes  the  Govern- 
ment's White  Paper  on  a  National  Health 
Service ;  it  believes  that  the  proposals  set  out 
therein  form  a  sound  basis  on  which  to  build 
the  service.  Pharmacy  has  an  important 
contribution  to  make  to  the  National  Health 
Service ;  and  this  meeting  is  of  the  opinion 
that  public  interest  will  be  best  served  if, 
in  addition  to  utilising  the  existing  service 
of  retail  pharmacies,  well-equipped  phar- 
maceutical departments,  adequately  staffed 
by  pharmacists,  are  provided  in  the  Health 
Centres  as  these  are  set  up."

Sir, — The  dispensing  side  of  pharmacy  is 
divided  into  two  groups.  The  largest  group 
comprises  retail  shops  and  stores,  which  aid 
the  medical  profession  by  supplying  the 
pharmaceutical  needs  of  those  who  are  only 
slightly  ill,  or  who  prefer,  and  can  afford, 
home  medical  and  nursing  care  for  more 
serious  ailments;  the  second  group,  the 
hospital  pharmacists,  serves  persons  with 
contagious  diseases,  surgical  cases,  and  the 
more  serious  cases  in  which  hospital  treat- 
ment and  observation  are  indicated.  Will  the 
free  socialised  hospital  service  offered  under 
the  White  Paper  cause  the  citizen  to  run  to 
the  hospital  for  every  minor  ailment  simply 
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because  he  is  entitled  to  free  treatment  and 
board  ?  Will  physicians,  assured  of  their 
fees  whether  the  patient  is,  at  horne  or  in  the 
hospital,  abet  the  condition,  in  their  own 
interest?  The  possibility  exists.  Too  many 
physicians  today  have  a  "hospitalisation 
complex."  If  this  should  occur,  what  will  be 
the  result  of  overcrowding  the  hospitals  ? 
Will  there  be  a  sharp  rise  in  the  costs  of 
administration  ?  Will  there  be  an  over- 
whelming increase  in  the  burden  placed  on 
hospital  pharmacies,  already  undermanned  ? 
Will  this  result  in  an  unfair  com,parison  of 
public  and  hospital  pharmaceutical  services 
with  those  of  shops,  because  of  differences 
in  costing  systems,  etc.  Will  there,  finally, 
be  a  consequent  large  drop  in  dispensing 
in  retail  shops  ?  The  questions  re" ate  simply 
to  one  phase  of  pharmacy's  coming  economic 
and  political  problem.  Only  by  dynamic 
drive  combined  with  cool-headed  considera- 
tion of  all  phases  of  these  problems  can  a 
fair  and  adequate  answer  be  gained.  Let 
us  stop  being  "left  out."

Clamours  for  Information  " 

Sir, — The  implication  in  the  "Pharma- 
ceutical Journal,"  to  which  you  drew  atten- 
tion in  an  editorial  (C.  6-  D.,  June  3,  p.  599), 
that  my  suggestion  for  the  abolition  of 
secret  sessions  of  the  Society's  Council  may 
have  been  made,  to  further  the  interests  of 
grocers,  chain  stores,  ironmongers  or 
proprietary  medicines,  is  easily  refuted. 
My  statement  of  policy  was  100  per  cent, 
"pharmacy  for  the  pharmacist."  I  de- 
clared that  the  chain  store  is  a  menace 
to  pharmacy  and,  in  a  letter  on  the  pro- 
posed National  Health  Service,  forecast 
a  possibility  that  proprietary  medicines 
would  gradually  disappear,  to  the  ever- 
lasting advantage  of  pharmacy.  As  for  the 
ironmonger,  I  just  didn't  give  him  a  thought. 
The  1 94 1  Act  did  much  for  the  chain  store, 
the  grocer,  the  ironmonger^  and  proprietary 
medicines,  but  I  had  nothing  to  do  with 
that,  though  the  Council  did  their  share. 
Full  information  on  the  Council's  discus- 
sions and  activities  would  be  of  great 
advantage  to  pharmacy.  Every  member 
would  feel  as  though  he  had  a  share  in  the 
deliberations,  and  that  his  feelings  and 
interests  were  being  considered.  It  would 
do  much  to  break  down  the  apathy  which 
unfortunately  runs  through  pharmacy.  The 
president's  statement,  made  at  the  annual 
meeting,  that  "The  Council  is  not  a  body 
which  is  under  any  obligation  to  conduct 


any  part  of  its  proceedings  in  public/'  m, 
be  true,  but  it  is  contrary  to  the  democraii 
principles  which  this  country  is  fighting 
uphold.  One  presumes,  from  this  slight  I 
truculent  statement,  that  members  shou 
be  very  grateful  for  the  few  crumbs 
information  which  are  tossed  their  way. 
a  democratic  system,  it  is  only  the  constrii 
tive  voice  of  the  critics  which  directs  arig 
the  actions  of  the  men  in  power.  If  we  a 
to  know  nothing  of  important  deliberatio  . 
until  the  decisions  have  been  made,  th( 
our  organisation  is  losing  the  valual 
stimulant  of  criticism  and  suggestion.  Sin 
our  organisation  is  run  on  "hush-husl

low  wages  for  pharmacists  in  the  pre-w 
years)  rests  largely  with  the  Council.  T] 
call-up  of  pharmacists  has  been  bad 
mismanaged,  and  unless  a  strong  stand 
taken  now,  an  epidemic  would  throw  pha 
macy  into  chaos.  So  far  as  we  are  awar 
nothing  has  been  done  to  ensure  that  servii 
pharmacists  will  be  released  from  the  Fore 
as  quickly  as  possible  after  peace  is  declare
